ON SCHOOL BOARD 


Appomattox Club Inspires 
Leading Questions 
+ to Aldermen. 


Chicago’s Negro population has 
launched an organized movement to 
bring about the appointment of one of 
their race as a member of the board of 
education. 

The plan was launched by the Ap- 
pomattox club, the most powerful or- 
ganization of its kind in the city. The 
club is using as its working force the 
literary societies found in almost all the 
Negro churches, If success meets the 
early steps taken it is proposed to name 
Edward H. Morris, an attorney, as the 
choice of his race for the appointment 
to the school board. 

Promoters of the movement admit that 
this is the opening chapter of eae de- 
termined effort to force political recog- 
nition for the Negro in Chicago.
